BEIJING 一 The strength -of 
US-China strategic relations will 
be tested next month when Liu 
Huadqing，qdeputy chief-of-staff of 
China's army，goes to Washington 
armed with a long shopping list of 
mijlitary hardware and advanced 
dual-use technology， 

The Reagan administration has 
been Preparing for Liu's visit， 
originally scheduled for August， 
by drawing up a list of equip- 
ment thatit will offer to sell China 
and simplifying the procedures for 
American  _ companies to get 
permission for high-technology 
Sales to China.

Offer to Taiwan 
BEIJING 一 China expanded its 
peace proposals to Taipei last 
week by suggesting exchanges of

He also suggested that China 
could supply Taiwan with coal， 
oil and herbal medicines at 
Preferential prices, and that“con- 
venience” would be brought to 
piIocedures for receiving goods 
from Taiwan，
